BAD WIRING BELiEVED CAUSE 


Twice During Evening Electiic Lights 


Grew Dim, Which Was Probably 


Due to Short Circuit 


A large cattle barn on the A. P . 
\\ alker farm , three miles Avest o f 


Ru shville, 
burned 
Satu rd a y 
night 


about nine o’clock. 
M r. W a lk e r e s ­ 


timated 
his l<»>s 
at 
$7,000 
with 


$4,000 insurance. 
W h ile the origin | 


is unknown it re believed that the fire 


w a s 
caused from defective wiring. 


The W a lk e r automobile is included 


in the loss. 


M i-, and M rs. W a lk e r w erq enter­ 


taining com pany from Indianapolis 


at the time and the Humes had gamed 


much headw ay 
before 
discovered. 


M r. W a lk e r s t a t e s that twice during 


the evening the electric lights in his 


h o u s e had shown a tendency to g o 


out and it is believed that a short <ir- 


cuil, which eventually 
caused 
the 


fire, was responsible for the 
v a ria ­ 


tion in the current. 


Because o f the damp condition of 


the buildings and ground a 
short 


circuit is believed to have caused the 


fire. 
The fire seemed to have started 


in one corner o f the ham and 
the 


flames spread very 
rapidly. 
W hen 


first discovered the fire had gained 


such headw ay that it was impossible 


to save the building. 
The barn con­ 


tained much hay and straw and this 


burned with a Hash. 
Mr. W alk e r's 


automobile w as totally destroyed in 


the fiames. 
The ham was a large 


one and w a s built 
especially 
fo r 


cattle. 
There was .m uch 
valuable 


concrete .work in the barn. 


It w as only hy the hardest kind of 


w ork that the flames were kept from 


spreading to the other buildings. 
A 


bucket brigade saved the other large 


barn. 
The fire attracted 
a 
large 


crowd 
from the city. 
Mr. W a lk e r 


h a s no fire protection at 
the farm 


and there was nothing to do but let 


the barn burn without m aking 
any 


efforts to put out the fire. 
There was 


no stork in the barn at the time. 


W h ile the barn was p artia lly co v­ 


ered with insurance the hres will he 


a heavy one to Mr. W alker. 
It has 


been only recently that M r. W a lk e r 


lias been keeping liis automobile in 


the barn. 
Mr. W a lk e r has been very 


unfortunate in sustaining fire looses. 


About three years ago his beautiful 


country residence w a s destroyed by 


fire. 
The house was valued at $25,- 


000 hut was well covered hy in sur­ 


ance.

That the s ta te s 
are not willing to 
wait for the federal government to 
establish a rural credit system is 
one of tlie things which promises to 
develop at tin* Governors’ Conference 
which is to meet here November 10 to 
14. 
< 


Thirty governors and ten former 
governors, who have expresesd iheir 
intention to attend the Conference, 
and probably the President of the 
United States will participate in the 
discussion of the report 
on 
rural 
credits prepared by Governor Emmet 
O’Neal of Alabama. 
Unusual interest attaches to this 
subject because of the fact that some 
disappointment is expressed by far­ 
mers’ organizations at the announce­ 
ment of President Wilson that Con­ 
gress will not be pressed to provide, 
at this session, a plan for farm loans 
on easy terms. 
Some of the gover­ 
nors are of the opinion 
that 
the 
{»roper method of 
handling 
rural 
credits is through* state rather than 
federal action. 
They point out that 
on the theory that “ God helps those 
who help themselves” it is import­ 
ant that communities become self re­ 
liant and that farmers who wish to 
borrow shall l>e provided with the in­ 
struments of credit and the financial 
machinery by which they can deal 
with the 
investors 
of 
their own 
¿•dates. 
Wisconsin, Indiana and sev­ 
eral other states have taken the lead 
in this matter. 
It is not expected that there will be 
raised at the Governors’ Conference 
any criticism of the national admin­ 
istration, hut that instead, there will 
develop considerable sentiment 
in 
favor of the states providing Iheir 


own machinery to take care of rural 
credits, with such uniformity as may 
be worked out (Tinnigh the recom­ 
mendations of the Governors’ Con- 
ferenee. 
It is believed that farmers, 
who hud expected that amelioration 
of their financial difficulties would 
he achieved during this session of 
Congress, will he 
better 
satisfied 
with an intelligent state system of 
rural credits than by any federal 
plan. 
The President’s explanation 
that rural credits would not be press­ 
ed at this session was elicited by in­ 
quiry on the part of members of 
Congress who had received numer­ 
ous protests from agricultural or* 
ganizations against the administra­ 
tions abandonment 
of 
the 
rural 
credit program. 
The President how­ 
ever, holds that farmers will find it

Nothing But Ruin From Paris 
East and North to the Frontier 


BY W ILLIAM P H I L L I P SIMMS 


(U . P. Staff Correspondent.) 
Chanteau-Thierry, France, Oct. 1 
(By mail to New York)— From Paris 
eastw ard to the frontier and north­ 
ward to the meadows of Holland 
there is nothing 
hut 
ruin. 
Two 
months ago this country was a land 
of plenty, another Garden of Eden 
smiling under the 
sun. 
Today it 
is a waste. 
In the hotel where I write 
this 
there is no gas and no 
electricity. 
I am writing by the dicker of a cau­ 
dle, one lone candle, for even candles 
are scarce. 
When 1 started out from 
Paris, an attache of the American 
embassy said as a word of warning: 
‘‘Take plenty of food with you; you 
probably won’t lie able to buy any 
for love or money where you are go­ 
ing. And take a s much w ater as you 
will need. 
If you don’t you’ll come 
back here with enough typhoid germs 
in your system to till a dozen hos­ 
pitals.” 
He 
w asn’t 
exaggerating. 
Later 
my food running short, 1 was forced 
to travel 35 miles southw ard nearer 
the edge of 
the 
world’s 
biggest 
battlefield to get something to eat. 
That is why 1 am here at Chauteau- 
Thierry. 
On the tottering walls of Soissons 
were such notices as this: 
“ Food is lacking in Soissons and 
other necessities are equally hard to 
procure. 
Strangers and all persons 
jmt inhabitants of the city are or­ 
dered to leave by noon today.” 
1 had lunch in Soissons at what, 
in peace time, would have been a 
cosy little hotel. 
Now it was almost 
in ruins, German shells having b at­ 
tered down the bigger part of it. 
J turned the tap of the wash room 
to wash my face and hands. 
No 
w ater came. 
1 went into the yard 
and tried the faucet of the hydrant 
there. 
The result was the same. 
“There is no water in Soissons,” 
the wife of the hotel keeper said. 
“The bridge is blown up and the city 
w ater pipes crossed the bridge.” 
“ Where do you get your w ater 
th en ? ” 1 asked, “ From the A isn ef” 
“ For washing purposes, yes” she 
replied. 
“Our drinking 
water 
we 
must bring from a spring about 
a 
mile away. We would not dare drink 
the Aisiie w ater; there are too many 
dead men and horses 
about. 
“I washed up from water from the 
Aisue—ju st a little was given 
me 
for the Germans were on the hill­ 
tops overlooking the river and sent 
shells down 
whenever 
they 
saw 
people approaching the streams. 
Everywhere there arc 
dynamiter, 
or shelled bridges; burned or shelled 
houses; trampled 
farm s, 
deserted 
villages. 
From Soissons to Chau- 
teau-Thierry I tried to get some­ 
thing to eat. 
There was nothing to 
spare. 
What food there was, 
was 
reserved for the 
inhabitants; 
for 
strangers there was nothing. 
At one village only a wine shop 
was open. 
The keeper was a woman. 
There was m.thing to eat in the shop 
thought the shop-keeper said I might 
have some coffee if I could drink 
it without sugar. 
Then 1 a >keel if 
there was any brandy, 
the 
bar- 
woman laughed. 
“ The greatest armies in the world’’ 
.-he said “have four times passed 


this village. 
The French retreating; 
the Germans advancing; the Ger­ 
mans retreating and the French chas 
ing them. 
I’ve one bottle of Jam ica 
rum left which I hid. 
I take that 
with my coffee.” 
If the stories told 
me 
in 
the 
neighborhood of L’heims, Spernay, 
Ay and elsewhere are 
half 
true, 
Americans are going to find cham­ 
pagne hard to get pretty soon. 
They 
say the Germans took a special lik­ 
ing to 
Champagne. 
Many 
cellars 
were emptied. 
Private stocks su f ­ 
fered with the rest if the word of the 
]>eople 1 talked to along the routes 
may he believed. 
Certainly i saw 
green bottles 
everywhere. 
1 
saw 
them in the ditches by the . roadsides 
in the fields, floating in the Marne, 
the Grand Morin and the Aisne. 
Fresh bread is impossible to get 
save in the larger towns. 
Each mile 
a stranger finds it harder and harder 
to get what he needs in the way of 
food. 
f 
For two days just out Rheims, f 
ate with the soldiers and slept with 
them. 
I heir food is plentiful 
and 
wholesome. 
The 
French 
soldiers 
bread is delivered to him in a hard, 
round loaf 
weighing 
about 
two 
pounds. 
This he calls his “ Houle <le 
M»n”— (bran hall). 
Twice a day he 
gets a hot meal, about 11:30 in the 
morning and about six o’clock 
at 
night. 
This meal is usually a stew 
composed of meat and beans, or a 
ragout done in huge boilers set on 
stones in the open. 
He 
sometimes 
is given hard tack, but not often, 
lids bong used only in emergency. 
Nor is he used to preserved meat 
(singe) or (monkey meat lie calls it) 
as huge abba toils are almost always 
located ju st 
back of 
the 
fighting 
where fresh beef is made ready for 
the army. 
People 
living in 
this 
shattered 
fairyland are having a hard time. 
1 hey are reduced to primitive modes 
of living; what food they have is of 
the simplest; 
oil and often candles 
cannot he h ad; milk is lacking for 
the children. 
It seems impossible 
that all over Northern France, where 
everything is s0 pretty and fertile 
and green, that children go hungry 
and no doubt die "because men clioo.-e 
to light and kill each other.

French and Belgium Names as Rule 


Are Accented on all Syllables 


Many Nasal Sounding Words 


BY CARLTON TEN EYCK 
(W ritten for United Press.) 
New York, Oct. 19.—Pronouncing 
war names is the newst and most 
popular form of amusement in Man­ 
hattan these days. Some of the jaw­ 
breakers and tongue-twisters uncov­ 
ered for the first time by the Euro­ 
pean war have been given as many 
different pronouneaitions by the gen­ 
eral public as a certain manufactur­ 
er has brands of pickles. 
Therefore, an attempt has been 
made, in the list which follows be­ 
low, to give the correct, or at least 
as nearly correct as possible, pro- 
nounciation of the names that one 


s e c s every day or two in stories of 
the conflict raging in Europe. 
it should be borne in mind, how­ 
ever. that it is utterly impossible to 
indicate the exactly the sounds em­ 
ployed in pronouncing some of the 
names. 
Some of them you can’t de­ 
scribe in the English language. 
1 Tore’s one for which a professor 
stands responsible: The French U- 
sound (equivalent to the German U 
with the umlaut mark) has no equiv­ 
alent in English. To make the sound 
purse the lips as though to say O 
but say E instead. The combination 
produces the French sounding of U* 
The French and Belgian names are 
as a rule accented on all syllables. 
To an American they would sound as 
though they were accented on the last 
syllable. 
The Austrian words are 
generally accented on the first syl­ 
lable. 
In the list below will he found some 
words marked nasal. To get the cor­ 
rect sound for instance, in the French 
though spelled mawn, the letter n, 
word mon (my) it is pronounced as 
however not being sounded the word 
dying away with a nasal twang. 
It 
is as though the end of the word tried 
to creep out through your nose but 
got stuck there.

When we know we have 
committed sin we can have no clear 
consciousness until we have confess­ 
ed our rin. 
( ’onsciousness is again 
cleansed through our 
conversions. 
The word means to turn, 
it is only 
when our convictions are focused in 
a decision to sever our connection 
with sin that the consciousness be­ 
comes eleansed. 
One of the famous 
feats of Hercules was to cleanse the 
stables of Augeas when 3900 oxen 
had been confined tor many years 
He accomplished the task by turn­ 
ing the river Alplnnis through the 
stables. 
Likewise when by a strong 
resolve we turn to God we put our 
will in the way of letting tin* Divine 
life flew through it. 
This in turn 
cleanses the consciousness of every 
foul and fillthv thing and makes it 
clean as the spiritual current which 
courses through it. 
Wc cleanse the 
consciousness by our consecrations. 
This means the presentation of all 
our powers to God that they may hi* 
put at his service. To hold hack any 
thing from him is to cloud the con­ 
sciousness. 
A covetous man 
can 
never have a eleansed consciousness, 
lie who is contrary to Gout in any­ 
thing can never have a cleansed con- 
sciousnoss. 


What a truly wonderful thing the 
gospel of Christ accomplishes when 
it cleanses the consciousness! 
It 
takes away the shame of former acts 
the degradation of disgraceful deeds, 
the felt dishonor of past transgres­ 
sions. We are not completely restor­ 
ed until the mind is renewed in a 
new sense of honor. 
And this is 
what, tlu* gospel of Christ does for us 
by lifting us to a loftier level, by 
showing us that we are created in the 
very image of God, that we were 
fashioned to have communion wit 11 
him, that we belong to 
a, 
higher 
range of being. 
This conscious re­ 
lationship lifts us above the low level 
and frees us from tin* form er con­ 
demnations. 
‘‘There is now no con­ 
demnation to them that are in Christ 
Jesus.” 
They are settled in a new 
sentiment, in a ehristian conscious­ 
ness, in fact, which brings the soul 
into continual concourse with God. 
Hence tin* scripture is proved by the 
soul’s own self-supporting evidence, 
“ It we walk in the light, as he is in 
the light, we have fellowship one with 
another, and the 
ldood 
of 
Jesus 
his Son cleanseth us from all un- 
righteousness.” 
May God give to 
all of us a cleansed consciousness to 
comfort us in our discouragements, 
to give, us courage and confidence in 
our conflicts!

parently had a moulding influence 
over them for good. 
Isreal trusted 
largely on outward shop and what 
they could do themselves for sal­ 
vation. 
This was the natural fruit­ 
age of idolatry. 
Christ illustrated 
their condition in these words: 
“All 
their works they do to he seen by 
men”, “Ye pay tithe of mint, and a n ­ 
ise, and cummin, and have omitted 
the weightier m atters of law, judg­ 
ment, mercy and faith.” Micah logi­ 
cally insisted upon a 
deeper 
and 
more trustful religion. 
Admonishing 
them, he requires: ‘O man, what is 


good and what doth the Lord require 
of thee, but to do justly, and to love 
mercy and to walk humbly with God.’ 
Note please these three graces God 
insists ort should characterize the 
true worshipper, justice, mercy and 
humility. 
Possessed of these, the 
motive that then prompts a man in 
doing works of righteousness is clear 
and plain. 
Justice, in the last anal­ 
ysis, comprehends repent a nee 
and 
repentance in turn comprehends con­ 
viction and confession. 


Mercy is more than justice ju st as 
a ‘good* man is more than merely a 
‘righteous’ man, Rom. 5:7. 
To culti­ 
vate the love of 
mercy 
brings 
us 
nearer and nearer to God« 


To walk humbly, one must 
be 
reconciled to God, Amos. 
3:3. When 
Luther asked what was the first step 
in religion 
he 
replied 
‘humility.’ 
And when asked what was tlie second 
and third he answered in the same 
way. Men may live blamelessly out­ 
ward. toward the law, and yet fail 
in their spiritual life. 
It was so in 
tin* case of Paul before his conver­ 
sion. 
Phil. 3:6. Speaking the exper­ 
ience the apostle Paul says: ‘I live, 
yet not I, but Christ liveth in me,’ 
Gall. 
2 :20. 
And again he says ‘For 
it is God which worketh in you both 
to will and to do his good pleasure,’ 
Phil. 2:13.
